- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The rejections under 35 (JSC 103(a) were addressed first. The 
examiner suggested presenting arguments/evidence directed to showing that one of ordinary skill in the art would not 
have had a reasonable expectation of success that overexpressing the recited L-amino acid biosynthetic enzymes 
would increase L-amino acid production using M. methylotrophus and/or that unexpected results were obtained from 
the overexpresslon of the recited enzymes in M. methylotrphus.The rejections under 35 USC 112, first paragraph were 
addressed next. The examiner suggested limiting the claims to enzymes having a structural limitation rather than just 
reciting the name of the enzyme, for example, by use of a sequence identifier. Applicants noted that the rejection of 
claims 3-4 under 35 USC 103(a) as set forth at item [18] of the Office action mailed July 23, 2004 had been 
maintained. However, these claims were cancelled in an amendment filed June 23, 2004. The examiner indicated that 
this was an oversight and claims 3-4 should not have been included in the rejection.
